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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment, filed 6 September 2007, in which 
claims 1-8 and 19-21 were cancelled and claims 9, 10, and 14 were amended. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office Action. 

All objections and rejections not repeated in the instant Action have been 
withdrawn due to Applicant's response to the previous Action. 

Claims Objections 

Based on Applicants' amendment to the claims filed 6 September 2007 the 
Objection to claims 9-18 in the Office Action mailed 2 July 2007 is withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 9-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Perrier et al (US 5,912,016, issued 15 
June 1999). 

Perrier et al teach a method of dispersing a fat soluble product in a lupin protein 

emulsion. They teach that 0.75 g lupin protein of 45% concentration can be dissolved in 

15 ml acetate buffer at pH 7.4; this concentration is 2.4%. The buffer can be centrifuged 

and the supernatant recovered. The supernatant is dispersed in successive organic 

solvents which renders the protein into a solid sediment (see Example 1, col. 9, for 

example). They also teach that one can separate the particles entirely (see col. 7, lines 1- 

17, for example). These microcapsules that are formed are useful for entrapping 

hydrophobic or hydrophilic products including food products, pigments, glucose, or oil 

(see col. 8, lines 22-26, for example). The concentration of glucose in the solution in 

which the particles are formed is at the discretion of one of ordinary skill in the art, but it 

must be within the parameters of claim 17 because the previous claim limitations are the 

same. The encapsulated products can be vitamins such as vitamins A and E and their 

* 

derivatives (see col. 8, lines 35-45, for example). 

Therefore the teachings of Perrier et al are deemed to anticipate and/or render 
obvious instant claims 9-18.
